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DIRECTIONS 


Stories.  The  little  stories  may  be  used  to  accompany  or 
follow  lessons  in  geography.  The  children  should  become 
familiar  with  the  words  in  the  columns  before  attempting 
to  use  them  in  the  stories. 

The  stories  may  serve  also  as  language  exercises.  The 
filling  in  of  the  words  may  be  done  orally  or  in  writing. 
The  latter  method  furnishes  valuable  exercise  in  both  pen¬ 
manship  and  spelling.  The  words  may  be  used  afterwards 
from  time  to  time  as  a  basis  for  language  lessons  until  the 
pupils  are  sufficiently  familiar  with  them  to  include  them 
in  their  ordinary  vocabulary.  If  the  stories  are  used  in  a 
grade  in  which  little  writing  is  done  by  the  pupils,  the  words 
to  be  used  in  filling  the  spaces  may  be  built  on  the  desks 
with  letters. 

The  thought  and  judgment  exercised  by  the  pupil  in  the 
selection  of  words  to  be  used  in  the  blank  spaces  affords  the 


teacher  an  opportunity  for  the  study  of  the  mental  ability 
of  the  child  and  the  working  of  his  mind. 

Pictures.  In  tracing  the  first  picture,  direct  the  pupils  to 
turn  the  first  page  of  tracing  paper  to  the  right  and  then 
back  to  the  left  over  the  picture.  When  ready  to  trace  the 
second  picture,  turn  the  used  sheet  of  tracing  paper  to  the 
right  and  allow  it  to  remain  there.  Turn  the  second  sheet  of 
tracing  paper  to  the  right  and  then  back  to  the  left  over  the 
second  picture.  The  thirty-two  sheets  of  tracing-paper  are 
enough  for  making  two  tracings  of  each  picture. 

In  tracing,  follow  all  lines  exactly  as  they  are  drawn.  If 
colored  pencils  are  available,  the  children  may  color  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  teacher’s  directions  the  printed  picture  in  the  book. 
This  should  not  be  done  until  after  it  has  been  used  for  tracing. 

As  the  children  trace  and  color,  try  to  have  them  think 
of  the  parts  of  the  story  connected  with  the  picture. 
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PREFACE 


Children  like  to  do  things.  They  learn  by  doing.  Small  children  gain  more  by  doing  things 
with  their  hands  than  by  simply  looking  at  things.  Their  motor  activities  stimulate  mental 
processes  and  clarify  mental  pictures.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  there  are  few  devices 
along  geographical  lines  by  which  children  can  reenforce  their  visual  images  with  motor 
images.  It  is  believed  that  this  little  volume  will  prove  helpful  in  this  direction. 

The  stories  include  all  races  of  people  and  descriptions  of  life  in  all  continents.  They 
give  not  only  geographical  information,  following  the  lines  of  work  usually  carried  out  in 
the  lower  grades,  but  they  also  afford  material  for  lessons  in  language,  penmanship,  and 
spelling,  and  furnish  opportunity  for  the  development  of  judgment  in  the  selection  of  the 
right  words  to  use  in  the  blank  spaces. 

The  tracing  of  the  pictures  furnishes  valuable  busy  work  for  the  pupils,  stimulates  ability 
in  drawing,  fixes  the  information  gained  in  the  stories  more  firmly  in  mind,  and  develops 
a  greater  familiarity,  and  consequently  a  larger  sympathy,  with  people  of  other  lands.
